The emperor and Prince Ferdinand 
are in almost open conflict and the 
outcome depends on

Battles on Today. 
PRAGUE. Dec. 2.—The rioting of 
Czechs 
secessionists 
reached 
its 
height today In the barricading of 
many streets and engagements with 
the troops In which a number are re­ 
ported to have been killed and many 
injured. 
The force of rioters has 
been so increased within the last 24 
hours that they are now' able to 
hold their own with the police and 
troops and unless the government 
sends reinforcements quickly there 
Is danger of the Czechs temporarily 
taking the city.
